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Foreword 


THIs publication has been issued for St. Mary’s parish of Astoria, 
Oregon. Primarily it is of interest to the Catholics of Clatsop County. 
Its contents however will prove of value not only to Catholics, but to 
good citizens of all persuasions. Moreover, it is intended that this work 
may prove a brief trumpet note to awaken the attention of our fellow 
countrymen to the present condition and future possibilities of the 
leading city on the great Columbia River, no less famed for its scenery 
than for its commercial advantages. 

The good Catholic is also a good citizen. The promotion of the 
religion moral, intellectual and material growth of a community blessed 
by God with such signal favors as ours, appeals most strongly to his 
sense of civic duty. 

Progress is the watchword of the hour! Through out the densely 
crowded sections of the East, countless numbers are casting longing 
glances towards the West, with its great untouched, natural resources 
awaiting the hand of enterprise for development. Many know not 
whither to turn in quest of reliable information. They fear the 
unscrupulous promoter. How many individuals and how many com- 
munities in this western land have suffered from this source? Who 
can enumerate the heartaches of disappointed fortune seekers rushing 
to a pictured El Dorado where they might lapse into a Nirvanic calm 
and exist as kings in fairy tale, free from effort of body or mind. 
Labor is inevitable. To the man who is willing to use brain and brawn, 
we feel that Oregon in general and Clatsop County in particular, with 
Astoria at its head, holds forth golden opportunities. 

Standing on the heights south of the city of Astoria, backed by 
one of the most perfect bodies of merchantable timber; surrounded by 
a district enriched with a soil of pronounced fertility; and gazing out 
over the miles and miles of land-locked harbor—spacious enough to float 
the fleets of the world—and the natural exit of the great area comprised 
in the Columbia River Basin, the close student of the rise and growth 
of the great commercial centers of history, puts the question: “How is it 
that Astoria has not become the largest city on the shores of the 
Pacific?” The spirit that guards the scroll of history answers in regretful 
accents: Men made Nature’s blessings Astoria’s curse.” 

Decades back, observant minds discerned that a city of immense 
proportions must some day arise at the mouth of the Columbia River. 
The land was acquired. A waiting policy was adoped. Prospective 
investors of great capital have in past years actually been turned from 
Astoria’s gates by the ill-advised exactions of her sons. During this 
lethargic period, rivals arose, golden opportunities were lost, an external 
Vulcan of antagonistic influence was forging link by link the fetters ofa 
crushing discrimination, and—still Astoria blindly waited. Inactivity 
ruled the day. This key unlocks the enigma to the student. These 


observations are advanced lest the actual, unembellished enumeration 
of Astoria’s resources might seem impertinent buncombe. 

Within the last few years, the scales have dropped from the eyes 
of the ultra-conservative Astoria. The Newer Astoria, alive, energetic, 
indomitable, has arisen from the hidden caverns of past inactivity. She 
now steps into the arena with the determinati6én to assume the position in 
world affairs, which the dormant spirit of a former period permitted to 
slip from her grasp. 

With her square miles of harbor; with her world-famed fisheries; 
with her acres of dairy land, carpeted with the emerald hue of nature 
the year round; with a salubrious climate conductive to pest-free 
orchards; with logged-off land suitable for growing berries of a select 
quality; with the richest possibilities in the vegetable sphere; with her 
leagues of sandy ocean beach skirting the mighty Pacific and forming 
ideal resort sites; with the terminus of the down grade haul for rail 
and boat transportation—draining a vast inland empire which extends 
to the slopes of the Rockies and into the recesses of Canada: with 
these and other advantages to its credit, Clatsop County, of which 
Astoria is the metropolis, stands at the pivotal point of the grand 
development in the Northwest which awaits the opening of the Panams 
Canal and the completion of the U. S. Government’s work at the mouth 
of the Columbia River. 

The new, progressive, self-advancing spirit has stepped to the front 
in Astoria. No more “waiting for something to turn up.” She will 
carve her own destiny from the mass of resources that Nature has cast 
at her feet. The thrill of progress is in the air. The men who do things 
are now shaping the policy of Astoria. The future stands before her 
fresh with promise. To the trained observer, the first view of Astoria 
satisfies; the longer he ponders, the more is he impressed by her site. 
Astoria asks but to be known to be appreciated. 

Who will deny that some day a mighty, compact city built on the 
territory now occupied by Astoria, Warrenton, Hammond, nay even 
extending to Seaside on the South, will adorn the shore where the 
beautiful Columbia loses herself in the embrace of the giant Pacific, and 
then influence decisively the trend of affairs in the great commercial 
contests of the future ? 

At our request the Knights of Columbus of this City, co-operating 
with the Chamber of Commerce, will assist in directing aright, 
persons seeking trustworthy information concerning Astoria, Seaside, 
our leading summer resort, or any other point in so far as lies within 
their power. 

In concluding permit us to state, that it has been our aim in 
admitting advertisers to the pages of this publication, to select the 
reliable, progressive firms of this district. We commend them to the 
grateful consideration of our people for the liberal spirit which they 
have displayed, thereby making this booklet possible.

The Church in Astoria 


From the south bank near the mouth of the mightiest river in the 
West, the city of Astoria looks out at you with the brightness of future 
promise. The general outlines of the town are pierced here and there with 
buildings whose up-to-date, commercial aspect leave no doubt as to the 
energetic era which has already dawned on this historic community. 
Several miles of waterfront, busy with the cargoes of many steamers, 
and with factories, lumber mills, canning establishments, and ware- 
houses, all indicate more strikingly than words that this city is about to 
enter into the inheritance which nature has bequeathed it, and that the 
mouth of the Columbia, like the mouth of every other great river in a 
civilized country is to be the site of a thriving metropolis. 

Entering the city itself you find many of its commercial men pos- 
sessed of that alert wakefulness which indicates their successful business 
achievements. In the stores and main throroughfares the progressive 
element is in evidence, and is now becoming an important factor in 
shaping the city’s destiny. This is the element that looks to the future, 
not to the past; that has confidence in its ability to do things, and there- 
by get results. It sees clearly that an age of great commercialism has 
opened, and that new standards have been set for the business man and 
the business community that wants to succeed. It knows that failure 
awaits that merchant whose store is slovenly and untidy, and that 
stagnation and decay will mark that community which refuses to shape 
itself according to modern civic ideals. Accordingly, these business men 
of Astoria, have set themselves to the task of beginning the foundation of 
a greater Astoria, a city that will harmonize the commercial, the health- 
ful and the beautiful. Nature has already given the city the last two 
advantages; it now remains for its people to develop its commercial 
advantage. There can be no doubt of the result. Has anyone ever 
heard of an American community with such exceptional resources that 
labored intelligently and backed its efforts with wise investments, and 
then failed in its undertaking? If such a case exists there is no record 
of it in the annals of our municipal history. On the contrary there is 
the spectacle of hundred of towns and villages waking up quickly to 
their opportunities, and after a decade of busy planning and building, 
then bursting suddenly on the national horizon as fully devoloped cities. 
So it may safely be predicted, will it be with Astoria. 

To the average Catholic the query will naturally propound itself: 
How, amid such great opportunities, is the church equipped for the task 
which she must perform in the expansion of this growing community? 
The answer is to be read in the size and widely acknowledged efficiency 
of the Catholic organizations and institutions, and in the active part which 
the pastor, Rev. John Waters, has taken in every movement which makes 


for the welfare of his congregation and the promotion of a better and 
greater Astoria. His attitude on these questions is well known to every 
one interested in the public affairs of the city, and his efforts have done 
much to keep alive the spirit of progress which the Chamber of Com 
merce and the majority of the citizens now display. 

Supplementing the work of Father Watérs in advancing the cause 
of Catholicity are the Holy Names Academy, St. Mary’s Hospital, and a 
number of organizations chief among which is the Knights of Columbus. 
The Altar Society, Library Association, Choir, and Sewing Society and 
Apostleship of Prayer, contribute their respective shares to the welfare 
of the parish. 

The Sewing Society is concerned with many practical subjects 
besides the needle. It has charge of fairs, socials and entertainments, 
and its members have shown disinterested zeal in the many sacrifices 
in time and labor which they have made for the benefit of the entire 
parish. 

The Altar Society provides for of the interior of the church, espec- 
ially the altar decorations, flowers and altar linen. The neatness anc 
artistic arrangement which characterize the work of the ladies of this 
organization and of the Holy Names Sisters in their care of the altars is 
beautifully in evidence throughout the Church. 

The Library Association was formed about eight years ago, under 
the zealous efforts of Rev. Father Lane. It is governed by a board of 
five directors, elected annually and meeting once a month. Books may 
be procured after both masses on Sunday, and retained the customary 
two weeks, with privilege of renewing. 

St. Mary’s Parish came into existence on Oct. 11, 1874 when the 
first church building was dedicated by Most Reverend Archbishop F. N. 
Blanchet, assisted by Very Rev. J. F. Fierens, Vicar General, and Rev. 
P. F. Gibney who became the first pastor. In the summer of 1875 the 
latter was succeeded by Rev. P. Mackin, whose pastorate extended to 
July 1878, when Rev. M. Orth took charge of the parish. In August 
1879 Rev. Victor Capelle was made temporary pastor, and a few weeks 
later Rev. Leopold Dieleman was installed permanently. Father Diele- 
man’s incumbency lasted till 1900. Rev. Arthur Lane succeeded him, 
but in 1903 Father Lane’s health became so seriously impaired that he 
was compelled to relinquish his charge. He is at present pastor in the 
prosperous community of .Albany in the Wilamette Valley. The pastor 
now in charge, Rev. John Waters, succeeded Father Lane. The new 
church was begun by Father Lane and completed by Father Waters, the 
corner stone having been laid in 1902 and the dedication taking place in 
May 1903. His Grace, Archbishop Christie presided over the ceremonies 
on both occasions, and the Right Rey. Bishop O’Reilly of Baker City, 
Ore., who was then a priest in the Oregon City diocese, delivered the 
sermon at the laying of the corner stone.

ASTORIA’S MAGNIFICENT HARBOR 


Commercial Astoria 


The eastern man who contemplates moving west, and who is keenly 
troubled as to where he can best locate and invest his savings, is 
frequently discouraged at not being able to secure information in which 
he can place implicit trust. The pamphlets, circulars and other articles 
descriptive of western localities which come under his notice, have too 
often an exaggerated boastfulness of what is to be, rather than a frank 
statement of what really is. With a view to avoiding this tendency to 
unduly “‘boost” this community, and with the sole desire to make an 
accurate impression of just what Astoria is doing in its business activities 
and how great are the natural resources that back it up,—with this single 
object to attain, we present the facts. 

Astoria has a number of important industries which are a source of 
livelihood to its estimated 15,000 inhabitants. First of these is the Salmon 
business. There are numerous canneries in Astoria and vicinity and they 
give employment to several thousand men. This city is the headquarters 
for all the supplies and necessary outfit for the salmon catch. The 
fleet of fishing boats, when the season is at its height, numbers into the 
thousands, and as each boat uses a small sail, the sight on the surface 
of the Columbia is one long to be retained in the memory. The three 
methods of salmon fishing here are with gill-nets, seines and traps. 

Stations are astablished along the river so that as soon as a crew 
has caught a boatload it has but a short distance to go to be relieved of its 
cargo. The canning factories have gasoline launches which call at these 
stations, load up with salmon and deliver them to the factory where they 
are at once cleaned, cut up, cooked and canned. So that in an incredibly 
short period from the time the salmon are caught they are ready for 
shipment to all parts of the world. 

The yield of salmon at Astoria and on the adjacent banks of the 
Columbia averages 30,000,000 pounds a year. The net sum realized here 
approximates $4,500,000 every year. A striking feature in the salmon 
fishing business is the number of private individuals and small partner- 
ships interested in it, and making a very successful livelihood out of it. 
The industry can not be monopolized. It is simply a question of 
equipment and intelligence. Astoria capital is also interested in the 
salmon business in Alaska. Chief among these is the Alaska Fisher- 
men’s Packing Company under the presidency of W. F. McGregor. 

TIMBER. 

Just as the Northwest Coast contains fishery resourses on 
an amazing scale, so also do its forests furnish timber in height and 
thickness that almost pass belief. A tree 300 feet in length and ten feet 
in diameter is not uncommon in Clatsop county where grow virgin forests 
of Oregon fir, spruce, cedar and hemlock. The supply seems illimitable, 
and with nearly twenty lumber mills in this vicinity running full force 


there remain hundred of thousands of acres of the best timber still 
untouched. Of the standing timber in the United States the state of 
Oregon contains about one-sixth, and of this latter amount Clatsop 
County, of which Astoria is the county seat, contains a large fraction. 
From this it is apparent that the lumber industry, and all the lines of 
employment associated with it, has no more promising future than that 
presented in the country immediately bordering on the mouth of the 
Columbia. 

This territory offers special inducements to lumber men because of 
the facility and cheapness with which the trees can be transported from 
the forest to the mill. The factors that contribute to this advantage are 
several good sized rivers, the Young’s and Lewis and Clark rivers on 
the south and Gray’s and Deep River on the north, which have then 
origin far up in the heavily timbered regions of the Coast mountains, 
and flow to the Columbia, all of them emptying into the latter river near 
Astoria. 

FRUIT LANDS AND CLIMATE 

The location of Astoria being about ten miles from the Pacific 
Ocean, the neighboring land is naturally at about sea level, while along 
the Columbia, especially near its junction with the other four rivers 
above named, the ground is covered at high tide and exposed at low 
tide. This land is being reclaimed and as fast as it is put under culti- 
vation it shows the most satisfying results in the way of crops. Some 
of it is planted with cranberries, other portions bear fruits of many 
different kinds and vareties, strawberries, blackberries, raspberries and 
logan-berries, being yielded in profusion. In addition to the richness 
of this silt-land, the climate of Clatsop county furnishes a reason why 
fruit is borne so luscious and so abundant. In winter the temperature 
seldom falls under 25 degrees above zero, while in summer it is except- 
ional for the thermometer to register more than 80 degrees. 


DAIRYING 


Farther back up the rivers the banks expand into broad grassy 
plains which are becoming the grazing grounds for numerous herds of 
dairy cattle. This industry is still young and offers splendid profits to 
the energetic investor. The mildness of the climate contributes greatly 
to the cheapness with which cattle can be supported, as the grass is 
highly nutritious and abundant and is green the whole year round. 


COMMERCE AND TRANSPORTATOIN 
There are only five deep water ports on our western coast and 
Astoria is one of them. It is moreover the one great fresh water harbor 
en the Pacific, with all the superior advantages which this fact implies. 
The Columbia river at this point is about seven miles wide, forming a 
protected basin whose area is great enough to accommodate the world’s 
shipping to an unlimited extent. Having every natural facility to attract

ocean commerce there now remains the necessity of making this city a 
great rail terminal, so that the inland products of the factory, mine and 
grain-field may, quickly and with a minimum of expense, be transferred 
to the holds of ocean freighters. The Hill System now runs into Astoria, 
while the Harriman system has secured waterfront holdings in this 
vicinity. 

In addition to rail transportation Astoria possesses a line of steamers 
which reach all the towns and settlements on the Lower Columbia and 
its tributary streams. It also has boats running daily to Portland and 
way points, and it is the most convenient point from which to take pass- 
age for San Francisco and the intermediate Coast cities. 
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WHY THE CHURCH USES LATIN? 


Why does the Church use the Latin language? For many reasons, 
among which here are a few: 

Because a universal community requires a universal language. The 
Church of Christ is universal. 

Because it does not change. If, for example, the Church should use 
French in one of her formulas alone, that of Baptism, she would have 
been obliged to change it over sixty times. In the so-called Anglo-Saxon 
of 1000 years ago she could not be understood now except by experts. 

Because nothing can equal the dignity of the Latin language, its 
clearness or its beauty. It is the language of science and civilization 
and deserves to be the language of an unchangeable religion. 

Because it lifts the Liturgy of the Church above that of everyday 
usage of words, which alters their sense and debases it by licentiousness. 
This misfortune has actually befallen English Liturgy of the Anglo-Amer- 
ican form of religion. 

Finally, a universal language speaks of a universal brotherhood and 
makes a Catholic at home in all the Catholic Churches of the world. 
Besides, he understands the language, though, unlearned, by the ceremo- 
nies of the Church or from his prayer book, which contains its entire 
meaning in his own tongue. 


THE PRIEST. 


THERE is a man in every parish, a man who has no family, but who 
belongs to every family; a man who is called upon to act in the capacity 
of witness, counsel or agent, in all the most important acts of civil life; 
who takes the child from the bosom of its mother, and leaves it only at 
the tomb, who blesses or consecrates the crib, the bed of death and the 
bier; a man that little children love and revere, whom even unknown 
persons address as “Father,” at the feet of whom, and in whose keeping 
all classes of people deposit their most sacred thoughts, their most hidden 
sins; a man who is by profession the consoler and the healer of all the 
miseries of soul and body; through whom the rich and poor are united; 
at whose door they knock by turns, the one to deposit alms, the other to 
receive aid; the man who being himself of no social rank, belongs to all 
classes indiscriminately—to the inferior rank of society by the unostenta- 
tious life he leads, and often by humble birth and parentage; to the 
upper class by education, often by superior talents and by the sublime 
sentiments his religion inspires and commands; a man in fine who knows 
everything, who has a right to say everything,from whose hallowed lips 
words of divine wisdom are received by all with the authority of an 
oracle, and with entire submission of faith and judgment; this man is 
the priest.

HOLY NAMES ACADEMY 


WELL in keeping with the progressive spirit which marks the 
Catholic Church in Astoria, is St. Mary’s Academy, conducted by the 
widely renowed Order of the Sisters of the Holy Name of Jesus and 
Mary. This congregation of devout women has its branches in most of 
the important cities of the Northwest, and it is everywhere recognized as 


one of the most powerful factors in the work of promoting education 
and advancing the Faith. 

The first steps toward the establishing of an academy were taken 
in 1895 by Mother John the Baptist. In the spring of 1896 Judge 
Taylor’s old homestead was purchased for the consideration of $6,500. 
The dedication of Holy Names Academy occurred on September 14, 1896 
under the pastorate of the Rev. Leopold Dieleman. From that time to 
the present the Holy Name Sisters have labored with untiring energy in 
the sacred cause of education, and that their efforts have been highly 
rewarded is evidenced by the esteem in which their pupils are held by 
the community in which their daily lives are passed. 

The work now being done in the Academy comprise all the 
Grammar Grade and High School studies, together with a boarding 
school for girls. The Academy is open to both boys and sirls as a day 
school. Particular attention is given to the moral education of the pupils.

St. Mary's Hospital 


Astoria is justly proud of its handsome and well equipped hospital 
The institution was founded by the Sisters of Charity of Providence, n. I. 
in 1880, and since that time 14,648 patients have been treated. The 
present structure was erected in 1907 and accgmodates 92 patients. It is 
an imposing and striking edifice that can be clearly seen from the river. 

The equipment is complete and up-to-date in every particular, 
including all that is best. There is the most approved aseptic furniture, 
sterilizers, etc., and surgical operations are conducted under conditions as 
favorable as can te obtained anywhere. The rooms and wards are well 
lighted, extremely neat, and give an impression of cleanliness and 
cheerfulness. 

The hospital has private rooms with bathroom and toilet. There is 
a special department for maternity cases. A recent innovation is a

school for nurses. This department is under the direct control of the 
Mother Superior, Sister Andrew, who for twenty years conducted a 
nurses training school at Portland. There are ten pupil nurses now in 
attendance, and they ere furnished with a lecture room and all other 
necessary facilities that will aid in making them thoroughly accomplishe? 
in their profession. The complete and up-to-date equipment of te 
hospital, and the special knowledge of Sister Andrew make this 


institution an ideal one, where those wishing to become nurses can be 
trained. 


The chapel in the hospital will accommodate over one hundred 
people. Mass is celebrated daily at 6 a. m. On Sunday afternoon 
Benediction is siven at three o’clock. Rev. Father Reidhaar is chaplain 

The following physicians are in attendance at the hospital, and mee 
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of them participate in the lecture, and instructions delivered in the 
nurses training school: 


Dr. August Kinney. The welfare and even the life of many members 
of any community is dependent in great measure upon the medical men 
practicing in that community. In Dr. August Kinney, Astoria posesses 
a physician whose training has been such that he would be singled out 
as exceptional even in a large city. 

Dr. Kinney graduated from the University of Oregon at Portland, 
going from there to London, England, where he studied under Sir 
Almoth Wright, giving special attention to tuberculosis and vacine 
theropcy. From London Dr. Kinney went to Berlin and took special 
courses in gastric and intestinal diseases given by the famous expert 
professor Ewal. The doctor also studied medicine in Budapest. Returning 
to his home town Astoria Dr. Kinney started practise here in July 1909. 


Dr. J. A. Fulton is the chief of staff at St. Mary’s hospital. The 
doctor performes a large number of major operations and his remarkable 
success entitles him to the confidence of people making their home in 
this vicinity. 

Dr. Fulton graduated in St. Joe, Mo., in 1881 and Bellevue, New 
York, in 1884. Spent one year in the European Hospitals London, 
Berlin, Viennia. He has practised in Astoria and vicinity for twenty seven 
years, and was for eight years State Health Officer for State of Oregon. 

The doctor is the brother of ex-senator Fulton, and is regarded as 
a thoroughly reliable and straight forward man. 

In Dr. O. B. Estes Astoria possesses medical practioner who has 
been remarkably successful in the treatment of deseases peculiar to 
women. The doctor has specialized in this branch of medical and 
surgical practise and he states positively that in Astoria and vicinity the 
diseases peculiar to women are more rare than is the case in most 
other sections in the West or East. Dr. Estes also states that children 
are exceptionally healthy and summer disease almost unknown. Malaria 
or inflamiatory rheumatism rarely if ever affect residents of Astoria. 

Dr. Estes graduated from St. Joseph, Mo., in 1881 and has been in 
general practise here for twenty five years. 

Dr. Pilkington who has practised in Astoria for eight years said 
with confidence that he looked forward to a bright future for Astoria. 
The doctor is a public spirited man, and is active in advancing the 
welfare of this community. He has recently been elected City Physician. 

Dr. Pilkington graduated from Willamette University at Portland in 
1890, and from the Post Graduate Medical School of New York. The 
doctor has proven himself a skillful surgeon and capable physician. 

Among the competent physicians of Astoria is Dr. W. L. Henderson 
who graduated in 1882 from the Eclectic Medical Collage of Cincinnatti.

PEWS AND SITTINGS. 


As the pew rent is the main support of the church it should be met 
by all memters of the parish who have an income of their own whether 
they are married or single; whether they have families or not; whether 
they live with their families, board, or live by themselves. Moreover 
sons and daughters who pay their board and have the balance of their 
income for their own use should equally as well as their parents con- 
tribute to the support of the church and Pastor. 

Those who have no permanent residence or no chlidren to send to 
church or school must not think they have less obligation to support 
the church or school. Such a policy would be business, but not religion. 

Pew rents are due quarterly in advance. The quarters begin on 
the first of January, April, July and October. 

The best time to pay pew rents is on Sunday after services, but 
pew rent will be received at any other convenient time. 


No sub-letting of seats allowed. 


BAPTISMS. 


Hour of Baptism; Sundays 3.30 p. m., at other times by appoint- 
ment with the Pastor. 

Parents must not delay to have their children baptized. In case of 
danger of death anyone may baptize ty pouring water on the head of the 
person saying at the same time: ‘‘I baptize thee in the name of the Father 
and jaa Son eandgthe Holy Ghost.” Catholics alone can be Godfathers 
and Godmothers. The reason is that they must answer for the child 
when the questions are asked—‘‘Do you believe in the Holy Catholic 
Church, etc.”? It is clear that non-Catholics cannot answer here. 

The name of a Saint must be given the child in baptism and not a 
pagan name. 

Should baptism be conferred by a lay person the ceremonies must 
be supplied at the Church as soon as the danger of death is passed. 


MARRIAGES. 

When you intend to get married, the Priest should be seen at least 
a month before the date of the ceremony. Remember that the laws of 
the Church require your name to be called out on three successive 
Sundays. Cathilic marriages should be celebrated in the morning at 
the Nuptial Mass at which it is poper to receive Holy Communion. 

No marriages are celebrated without dispensation: 

1. From Ash Wednesday until the second week after Easter. 

2. From the first Sunday in Advent until the 7th day of January. 


SICK CALLS. 


Sick calls should always be sent in before the danger become 
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urgent. Those who through sickness or old age or other lawful cause 
are unable to ttend Mass should receive Holy Communion from time to 
time in their homes. 


EXTREME UNCTION. 


Whenever a member of your family or an acquaintance is seriously 
ill, send immediately for the priest. Do not wait until the sick person 
is unconscious or at the point of death, for death may overcome the sick 
one before the priest arrives, and it is dreadful to fall unprepared into 
the hands of God’s justice. Because the priest is called is no reason 
that death must needs follow: on the contrary, many a sick one has been 
returned to health after quieting his conscience and making his peace 
with God. Do not wait until the sick person calls for the priest, for the 
sick one seldom expects to die. 


It is a duty of charity to the sick ones to give them the opportunity 
of receiving the Holy Rites of the Church in full consciousness. 


When you expect the priest prepare in the sick room:— 


A table covered with a white cloth. A small glass of pure water. 
Two wax candles. A small spoon. 
A crucifix A plate with cotton batting. 


A vase of Holy Water. 

When the priest enters the house, carrying the Blessed Sacrament, 
all should kneel down in adoration. While the priest administers 
Extreme Unction, those who are present should say the Rosary aloud, 
or some other prayers. 

Never be afraid to call on the priest at any hour of the day or the 
night, whenever a sick person needs his assistance. For the priest it is 
a most sacred duty to essist those of his flock who are at the tremendous 
moment of death. No human consideration could ever prevent a zealous 
priest from hastening to the deathbed of a sick person who is about to 
cross the threshold of eternity. 

BURIALS. 

1. Burials, except in case of small children, should take place in 
the morning with a Fequiem Mass, strictly at the hour agreed upon. 

2. No flowers except for children, are allowed on the coffin during 
the service in the church. 

3. Instead of spending money uselessly for flowers and carriages, 
it would be better to have prayers said, Masses offered and alms given 
to the poor for the solace of the deceased. 

4. The casket cannot be opened in the Church to allow people to 
view the remains. 

5. Make proper arrangements with the pastor for the funeral Mass 
before announcing the time for the funeral.

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MAYOR A. M. SMITH 


Mayor, A. M. Smita, one of Astoria’s young and progressive 
businessmen, was torn in Portland, Oregon, August 2nd, 1869. He 
attended the Oregon State University from 1886 to 1890 spending the 
summer vacation here receiving salmon in one of the canneries. 

He graduated from the Law Department of the Washington and 
Lee University of Lexington, Va., in 1892 and in 1894 engaged in the 
practice of law here in partnership with his brother, Hon. John H. 
Smith. Mr. Smith was appointed City Attorney to fill a vacancy by a 
Republican Council in 1899 and he was elected for three successive 
terms thereafter. He was employed as special Counsel to assist in 
framing the Seawall bill submitted to the people at the last election, 
and when City Attorney drafted for Astoria the first amendments that 
were adopted under the constitutional amendment extending the 
initiative powers to the voters of Cities. 

Mr. Smith has strongly urged the necessity of raising the street 
grades and filling in the flats, the establishment of the Cities title 
to portions of streets vacated in 1896, and municipal ownership and 
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maintainance of an adequate play ground, as well as permanent 
improvement of all streets. 

Mr. Smith in his unosentation way is a man of force and energy 
and has met with more than ordinary success in his business under- 
takings. His large and lucrative legal practise is the result of 
ability backed by conscientious attention to the affairs of his clients. 
Mr. Smith is heavily interested in timber lands. He came here sixteen 
years ago comparitively a poor man, but he has assisted in converting 
some of the possibilities of this section of country into realities, and is 
reaping the bountiful reward. 


Mr. Fairbanks and the Pope 


A citizen writes to the Evening Journal as follows: 

“Will you tell me how it is that you haven’t commented on the 
refusal of the Pope to receive Mr. Fairbanks, formely Vice-President of 
the United States? Was not the refusal a direct affront to the American 
people ? 

“While I am not a Catholic, | am by no means bigoted or prejud- 
iced, yet I do feel that this refusal of the head of the Catholic Church 
calls for pretty plain speaking. What is your reply to this, or will you 
be afraid to answer?” 


This is our answer: 

In the first place, if the Pope hasn’t any higher opinion of Mr. 
Fairbanks than is entertained by the average American, he isn’t to be 
blamed for not reeciving Mr. Fairbanks. 

There are a good many millions of Americans that look upon Mr. 
Fairbanks as a joke or worse. And these millions of Americans are 
quite ready to admit that the Pope has a right to see or refuse to see 
whom he chooses. 

Mr. Fairbanks did not go to Rome in any official capacity. 

Had he presented himself at the Vatican officially as Vice-President 
of the United States, doubtless he would have been received courteously, 
regardless of the Pope’s private feelings. For Pope Pius has always 
proved himself courteous, kind and devoted to his duty as head of the 
greatest individual religious body in the world. 

Mr. Fairbanks was wandering around Rome as a private individual. 
And the Pope, briefly and sufficiently, has explained with regret the 
fact that he did not desire to meet Mr. Fairbanks. He did not refuse 
to see Mr. Fairbanks, although he might well have done so. He simply 
did not invite him to a special audience. 

Mr. Fairbanks in Rome attended and addressed a religious Methodist 
organization, and he was present in Rome, to some extent, as a semi- 
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official spokesman of this Methodist organization. 

This organization, acting doubtless within its legal rights, has made 
itself extremely offensive to the Vatican and to the Pope. 

It has gone to Rome to proselyte in a vigorous, aggressive and 
rather impolite fashion. 

Needless to say, it hasn’t manufactured any genuine Italian Method- 
ists, but it has succeeded, according to the statements of Archbishop 
Ireland, in insulting sincere Catholic believers, and deliberately and 
unnecessarily offending Catholic feeling in Rome. 

. The Methodists, as stated, have a legal right to do this. Any man 
who stays inside the police regulations can do anything he likes in any 
city. 

But it is quite natural that the head of the Catholic Church should 
not care to receive with special honor the spokesman of a Methodist 
organization that is accused of making it a business to belittle the 
Catholic religion in Rome, and, by inference, to insult the head of the 
Catholic Church in Rome. 

Bishop William F. McDowell, of the Methodist Church, who sup- 
ports the Methodists at Rome, says: 

“Our Methodist associations are in Rome for the purpose of doing 
Protestant work among a Catholic people, and the Catholic Paulist 
fathers are doing a Catholic work among a Protestant people here. 
Charges that the efforts of Methodist missionaries have a ‘pernicious, 
proselyting effect’ in Rome are no more true than the similar statement 
concerning the work of the Paulist fathers in this country.” 

Bishop McDowell is mistaken. 

America is a sort of “free for all” religious country. 

It is preposterous to say that Catholics at work in America are at 
work “in a Protestant country.” There is no recognized, official 
religion here. This country is not Protestant, or Catholic, or Moham- 
medan, or Christian Science, or Buddhist, or Confucian, or atheistic, or 
agnostic. 

This is a republic which recognizes officially no religion. Here all 
religions and all religious teachers are on an equal footing. 

Catholics at work here are not proselyting in a Protestant country. 
They are looking after their own people, after the millions of Catholics 
that have come here as Catholics from other countries, and after those 
that have voluntarily joined their church. 

In Rome it is not so. Rome, historically, sentimentally, and actually, 
is the seat of the Catholic religion, the home of the Popes for ages. 

Every man has a rizht to think what he chooses. 

No man has a right to insult the faith or the religious teacher of a 
great hody of people. 

We helieve that Mr. Fairbanks, or any other outsider sharing in 
demonstrations of disrespect for the Catholic religion or the head of the 
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Catholic Church in Rome, needs to be taught a lesson. And we are glad 
that a lesson was administered. 

It is the Pope’s liberality and generosity that keeps open the 
Vatican and St. Peter’s with their beautiful treasures, to the travellers 
of the world. 

The Pope is an old man, undergoing voluntary imprisonment 
because of his faith. The least that any decent foreigner can do in 
Rome is to respect his feelings, and the religion of which he is the head. 

And if Mr, Fairbanks did not know that, it is a good thing for the 
Pope to have impressed the fact on him. 

As regards Bishop McDowell’s statement that the Methodist mission- 
aries are in Rome to make Methodists of the Italians, we must say most 
respectfully that to anybody that knows Rome and Italians, that is a 
very interesting Methodist joke. 

Some Italians want Catholicism and some do not. Some want 
socialism and have it. Some want agnosticism. Some want no “ism” 
at all. 

One thing is quite sure, the Italians do not want Methodism. And 
probably all of the real Italians that could be made real Methodists by a 
thousand missionaries in a thousand years could travel comfortably in 
one taxicab. 

The Italians are good-natured and will listen. 

They are also a practical race. They will accept spaghetti, chianti, 
macaroni, lire, or kind words from a Methodist missionary, or from any 
other kind of a missionary. 

But, if you take away from an Italian his Catholic religion, you do 
not make a Methodist of him—you make something quite different. 

In brief, our answer to the gentleman who writes us is this: 

Respect for religion and religious teachers is one of the elements of 
common decency.

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Ferrer and the Facts 


On October 13th, 1909, Francis Ferrer was shot in the military 
fortress of Montjuich, the Hill of Jove, overlooking the city of Barcelona 
and the Mediterranean Sea. 

A few days later he was canonized as a martyr, by the atheists of 
France, the anti-clericals of Italy, the anarchists of Spain, the socialists 
y crowd of England. 

Meetings of protest against the action of the Spanish Government 
have been held all over Europe by these people, and even decent Amer- 
ican newspapers have joined in denouncing the execution of Ferrer and 
in blaming the Catholic Church. 

The arguments brought forward at these meetings and printed in 
the newspapers may be outlined as follows: 

1. Ferrer was a harmless Socialist worker for the betterment of 
Society by means of schools and journals. 

2. He was not an anarchist nor a murderer. 

3. His trial was a secret one behind closed doors. 

4. He got no fair chance to defend himself. 

5. His punishment was too severe. 

What then are the facts in the case? They are as follows: 

1. Francisco Ferrer y Guardia, was born in Alela, Spain, in the 


year 1859. 
2. He was married to Teresa Sanmarti who was born in the same 


year. 
3. In 1880 he was appointed to a position in the Railroad Co. of 


northern Spain. 

4. In 1885 he lost this position and went to Paris with his wife 
and children. He lived there for years and for a time taught Spanish. 
Failing in this he started a restaurant. During these years in Paris he 
became an infidel and was known to the police asa dangerous Anarchist. 

5. He formed the acquaintance during his stay in Paris of a rich 
widow named Munier, who gave him both money and property. 

He began to abuse his wife, took his three children one after 
another away from her and sent them to various places where the 
mother could not visit them, except at rare intervals. His ill-treatment 
so exasperated the wife that she shot and wounded him, for which she 
was sentenced to a year in prison. 

7. He then began his “lay-schools” in various parts of Spain and 
kept them going by means of money which he received from the widow 


and other unknown sources. 
The teaching in these schools is summarized as follows by the 


Spanish correspondent of the Paris Temps: 
“They who organize armies are the executioners and the assassins 
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of mankind. 


“The cause of all the tribulations which men, whether privileged or 
cisinherited, suffer, is to be found in the belief in a supernatural being, 
in the relations which religion has established between men. 

“Soldiers are men whose mission is to kill and sack; the banner is 
a rag of different colors, set on the end of a stick, the symbol of tyranny 
and misery. 

“Soldiers should use their arms against those who have given them 
for the purpose of killing. 

“At the first declaration of war, before the cannon thunders, the 
strike of the soldiers should be proclaimed. 

“Property has been constituted by spoliation and theft under the 
names of commerce and industry. 

“All evils, all sufferings, all injustices are due to the stupid and 
brutal thing known as native land.” , 

Every decent American citizen can readily see that such teachings 
would not be tolerated for one hour in any school in this country. 

What Ferrer aimed at in communicating these unpatriotic sentiments 
to the children attending his schools may be gathered from the circulars 
found among other documents in a valise belonging to him which the 
police discovered in Barcelona a few days after his arrest. This precious 
document reads in part as follows: 

“The abolition of all existing law; the expulsion and extermination 
of all relisious communities; the dissolution of the magistracy, the army 
and the navy, the destruction of all the Churches; the confiscation of the 
property of all who have governed in the municipalities and in parliam- 
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ent; absolute prohibition to them to leave their territory or their prison 
until they have either justified themselves or been sentenced; confis- 
cation of all the Banks of Credit.” 

Then came the Spanish war in Morocco. Large numbers of troops 
were withdrawn from Spain and the Anarchists of Barcelona thought 
the time opportune for action in the absence of the soldiers. First an 
agitation was begun against the Government under pretense that the 
war was useless and that men were taken away from their wives and 
families to be butchered by the Moors. This of course was a mere sub- 
terfuge. The agitation was merely part of a scheme hatched in Paris 
and aimed against the Government of Spain but particularly against the 
Roman Catholic Church. 


The agitation assumed such a shape that the civil guard was obliged 
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to disperse the crowds and thus the rioting began. Regarding the nature 
of this so-called protest against the war let me here quote the words of 
the Spanish correspondent of “America” under date of August 2d. 

“No pen can picture the terrible scenes in Barcelona during the 
past week. Thirty-five or forty Convents and Churches, at the very 
least were sacked and destroyed. The nuns were driven through the 
streets, insulted and maltreated brutally. People feared to invite them 
into private homes, as it would have brought the wrath of the mob upon 
themselves. Some of these unfortunates found refuge in the jail. 

“The Jesuit Church and College were stormed day and night, but 
three brave lay-brothers, with many Catholic men to aid them, stood 
heroically by the buildings and poured such an intense fire from their 
muskets that the republicans were forced to retreat after each attempt.” 

Had Ferrer anything to do with all this? 

After the rebellion had been put down by the soldiers, a squad of 
the town guard met a man on a country road outside of Barcelona. He 
was clean shaven and carried a kodak and an umbrella. Being quest- 
ioned he said he was going to Barcelona to attend the Esperanto Cong- 
ress. They arrested him as a suspicious character and a few days after- 
ward he was identified as Francis Ferrer. While he was detained in 
jail fifteen men deposed that to their certain knowledge Ferrer had ins- 
tigated the turning of the Convents, that he had urged people to join the 
rioters, and that he had been seen leading at least one group of those 
who attacked Convents. 

The testimony of these men was read to Ferrer and his answers 
were carefully written down. The customary twenty-eight days were 
allowed him, so that he might have time to bring forward evidence of 
his innocence. No one appeared in his behalf. Then a Captain of 
Engineers was appointed by the Court to act as Counsel for Ferrer and 
eight days were given him to prepare the defense. 

Was his trial secret? Here are the facts: 

1. On October 9th the trial began before the Military Court of 
Barcelona, in the main hall of the city prison. 

2. Ferrer was seated at a table, not handcuffed nor bound in any 
manner. 

3. Two hundred reporters from all parts of the world were present 
and about two hundred and fifty of the neople of Barcelona; as many 
as could be accommodated in the courtroom. 

4. A summary of the case was read to all present; the manner and 
time of his arrest; the documents found at his residence; the depositions 
of all the witnesses and the answer of Ferrer to these statements. 

5. The Prosecutor addressed the Court on the case as presented, 
calmly and moderately. 

6. The Counsel for Ferrer made a strong and brilliant plea in be- 


half of his client. 


7. Ferrer was asked to speak in his own defence. He made a few 
remarks in slow, uncertain tones. 

8. He was remanded to the fortress and four days were allowed 
to pass, yet not one friend appeared in his behalf. 

9. On October 13th he was condemned to a military death as an 
Anarchist, a rebel and an inciter to murder. 

The whole case may therefore be fairly summed up as follows: 

Ferrer was an Anarchist; a teacher and a promoter of bomb throw- 
ing and of wholesale murder. 

His trial was not secret and he had every opportunity of bringing 
forward any proofs; if such existed, of his innocence. 

His punishment—being shot—was a military death; and was entirely 
too honorable for such a man as he. 

Since his death it has become known that he left his three children 
to shift for themselves and divided his property between a noted 
Anarchist and his mistress, or, according to Cunningham-Graham in the 
London Daily News, ‘‘a lady who was not his wife.” 

In conclusion it may be well to call attention to an unpleasant but 
at the same time unquestioned fact. More discontent, more ignorance 
and more poverty, exists to-day among the laboring classes of England 
than among the latoring classes of Spain. But we find nothing written 
about the “idiocy” of King Edward by such men as Brisbane, for the 
simple reason that England is a Protest country. Alfonso of Spain is a 
cleaner and better educated man than Edward of Eneland, but Alfonso 
is a Catholic and that makes all the difference in the world.

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The Pope and iHalley’s Comet 


It would keep at least one man busy most of his time correcting the 
foolish assertions of many supposedly educated persons with regard to 
absurd declarations that Popes are supposed to have made and silly 
things they have tried to accomplish by means of Papal Bulls. The 
most typical example of that sort of thing has been before the American 
people during the last month or so while there has been much talk of 
Halley’s Comet. Whenever the question of Halley’s Comet comes up 
somebody annouces, and usually somebody who ought to know better, 
that on a famous occasion, in 1456, Pope Calixtus III issued a bull 
against this comet. The story has been denied over and over again, the 
real historians of the Popes know nothing about it, and no one has ever 
found the slightest trace of any such bull in the collections of these 
documents, which are very carefully kept, because they are the authorit- 
ative governmental decrees of the Church. But that makes no differ- 
ence; the story, like John Brown’s body, goes bravely marching on. and 
is resurrected once more whenever there is a new mention of Halley’s 
Comet. 

In my second series of Catholic Churchmen in Science, in the life of 
Regiomontanus who is sometimes spoken of as the Father of Modern 
Astronomy, I show very clearly that not only is there no shape of any 
such Papal document, but the Popes of that time were deeply interested 
in science, and especially in astronomy, and among the best friends of 
these Popes were men who made magnificent contributions to astron- 
omical science. Regiomontanus himself, having reached distinction as a 
mathematician and an astronomer in Nuremberg, was summoned to Rome 
by the immediate successor of Pope Calixtus in order that he might 
correct the calendar. He was so much thought of by the ecclesiastical 
authorities that he was made the Bishop of Ratisbon. Unfortunately, he 
died very young, but his work, owing to the favor of ecclesiastics, lived 
on after him, and the calendars which he had begun to publish were 
continued after his death, and were of the greatest service to the great 
navigators from Portugal and Spain in their voyages round the globe at 
the end of the fifteenth and the beginning of the sixteenth century. It 
was one of these calendars, issued by ecclesiastical authorities under the 
patronage of the Popes, that enabled Columbus to foretell the eclipse in 
the Island of Guanahani, by which he won back the favor of the Indians 
whom the cruelty of his men had embittered against the expedition. The 
real story of the science of those times is extremely interesting, for Italy 
was the home of all the scientific teaching of the time, and post-graduate 
students went to the universities there as they now go to Germany. The 
real story shows the Church’s interest in science, but what every one 
knows is the story of ‘The bull against the comet,” which never existed.
